The report goes back over several years 
of the history of the convict system of 
the state.

Japan, It wil be remembered that 
the Japanese minister estimated the 
cost of two years’ more of fighting at 
a billion dollars. As The Times ex- 
plains it, this huge estimate must be 
taken to include post-bellum expenses 
for the reorganization of the conquer: 
ed country, on the presupposition that 
Japan is to be the victor. 

Count Okuma’s outside estimate for 
the cost of the war itself was $600,- 
000.000—about one-fourth of the esti- 
mated cost to Russia. If the post- 
bellum outlays yield as large an inter- 
est in the shape of increased trade 
and revenue as resulted after tho 
Japo-Chinese war. they need not be 
considered an increase of debt. The 
money for war purposes, Couat 
Okuma said. can all be raised by do- 
mestic loans and increased taxation, 
and he added that Japanese financiers 
regard the financial outlook with ab- 
solute confidence. 

It is pointed out that the financial 
strength of Japan, like that of some 
corporations, depends more upon 
earning power than upon capitalized 
valuation. The national debt before 
the war was $282,500,000, it having 
increased two and a Half times in 
twenty-five years. However, the na- 
tional revenues of Japan increased 
four times in the same period. It is 
explained that while taxation per 
capita has more than doubled, at the 
same time the earning power of the 
Japanese people and the wealth of 
Japan have increased in greater pro- 
portions. Part of the debt for *rail- 
roads, government monopolies and 
improvements more than earns its in- 
terest. Revenues have increased 
more than fivefold in the quarter of

Wine Day’s Sport Marred by Acci- 


dent to Geers, the Veteran 
Driver, Who Was Thrown 
from Sulky and Had 
Leg Broken,

‘Wemphis, Tenn., October 26.—With a 
Pacemaker carrying wind shield In 
front and accompanied by a runner at 
the side, Dan Patch, driven by Hersey, 
paced the fastest mile at the trotting 
Park today made by a horse in 
harness, circling the track in one minute 
and fifty-six seconds flat. The former 
record, 1:56 1-4, was made by Dan 
Patch in 1902. 

The son of Joe Patchen warmed up in 
Splendid shape, and after scoring once 
Hersey nodded for the word. With elock- 
like precision the brown horse stepped 
around the first turn to the quarter in 29 
seconds. Turning down the back stretch 
Scott Hudson, who drove the pacemaker, 
had to urge his horse forward, as Patch 
Was crowding him. 

The pacing marve! fairly flew to the 
half in 571-2 seconds, and when the 
time was announced a great cheer went 
up from those present. On the far turn 
Dan Patch seemed to falter, but only for 
an instant, and on passing the three- 
quarter pole the timers’ board showed 
1:26 1-2. 

When fairly straightened out for the 
flight to the wire the brown pacer seem- 
ed to gather courage, and coming on at 
a terrific clip) passed the judges’ stand 
in 1:56 flat. Cheer after cheer greeted 
the performance, and Hersey was almost 
carried from his sulkey on hig return to 
the stand. The wind shield used was 
the same as that employed when Lou 
Dillon trotted a mile in 1:58 1-2. It con- 
sisted of a strip of canvas about four 
feet square attached to the sulky of the 
running pacemaker. 


Major -Delmar Gets Cheers. 


Another sensational performance was 
that of Major Delmar. E. E. Smather’s 
trotting champion, when he trotted a 
mile to a high-whee] sulky in 2:07 flat. 

it was announced by the judges before 
the trial that the sulky was nonbearing 
and weighed 54 1-2 pounds. It was also 
explained that it was the same as was 
used by Maud 8S. in her memorable flight 
against time in 1884, when she trotted 
a mile in 2:08 3-4. : $ 

Major Delmar was driven by Alta Mc- 
Donald, and started off at a fast Clip. 
He went to the quarter in 30 1-2 seconds, 
and without a falter passed the half-mile 
post in 1:023-4. At the three-quarter 
mark the timers’ board showed 1:34. 
Turning for home, McDonald urged the 
horse to his best effort, and the son of 
Delmar passed the wire in 2:07 fiat, 
clipping 1! 3-4 seconds off the mark set 
by Maud S. twenty years ago. 

The day’s sport was marred by an 
fortunate accident. Edward Geers, 
_the Véleran driver and trainer, was 
ercising Joymaker, a loca] horse, and 
on turning into the stretch at a fast 
Clip colided with one of several track 
wagons on the ground. His sulky was 
tilted Mh in the air, and Geers was 
‘thrown heavily to the ground. When as- 
wistance reached liim it was found that the 
Popular driver had sustained severe in-
